N this state a public office is !*• 


garded as a property right, and 
while, without doubt, the pcopta 


m adopting the constitution could 
have conferred the power of arbi- 
trary, removal upon the governor, 
our conception of the nature of the 
right to hold office does not permit 
of a ready acquiesence in the pro- 
position that arbitrary power of re- 
moval was intended to be conferred. 
The constitution provides that the 
officers 
* : * 
* shall • be 
chosen 


by the qualified electors of the coun- 
ty. Having so provided, it does not 
seem likely that a provision would 
be inserted affording an opportunity 
for its complete nullification. 
* * * 


If the provision we are consider- 


ing is to be construed as conferring 
arbitrary power of removal upon 
the governor then it is apparent 
that 
the 
governor may remove 


county officers who are distasteful 
to him from personal, political, or 
other reasons. * ' * That idea 
is not only obnoxious to an inherent 
sense of plain and fundamental jus- 
tice but it is Out of harmony with 
tht genius and spirit of oar institu- 
tions and would seem to neutralize 
a fundamental principle of popular 
government.

clared that France would refuse to 
discuss disarmament at Genoa. 


While Lloyd George appealed' to 


the delegates to adhere to 'the agen- 
da as adopted by the supreme coun- 
cil at Csnns, he made the fiat declar- 
ation that "unless the Genoa cotm- 
cil lends to disarmament, it will be 
a failure." 


"But before you get to disarma- 


ment," he added, "you must have a 
durable peace. With the present 
agenda we have all the cargo that 
the ship can carry." 


Chitcherin made an attempt to 


gain the floor but was refused the 
privilege by the chairman, who in- 
sisted the discussion had gone far 
enough, and ruled that the agenda 
be followed.. 


The keynote of 
the 
conference 


was sounded by LJoyd George when 
he outlined the "only conditions on 
which we caa consent to deal -with 
others," this supposedly referring 
specifically to the Russians. 


'"The first is," he said, "when a 


country enters into contractual obli- 
gations with another country or its 
nationals for valoe received that 
contract cannot be repudiated when 
ever £he country changes its gov- 
ernment without returning value. 
Second, no country can wage -war 
on the institutions of another. Third, 
one nation shall not engage in ag- 
gressive operations against the ter- 
ritory of another. Fourth, the na- 
tionals of one country hall1 be en- 
titled to impartial justice in the 
courts of another." 


The Wisconsin river at Portage

The ice jams on 
the river were largely responsible 
for the damage at that time.

inch of rain has fallen here in 72 
hours and Rock River is more than 
•three feet a-bove normal.

? 100,000 damage was done and near 
Monroe Sunday night 
by wind, 


which blew down barns and uproot- 
ed trees and poles. Roads through 
this section are impassible.

Judge Reid is charged -^th a vio- 


lation of legal ethics and with an 
"indiscretion" 
because of an ad- 
dress which he delivered at Janes- 
ville some time ago. The jud<r.e took 
occasion to defend his position on 
the Rodd case in the presence of 
several justices of 
the supreme 


court who were attending the meet- 
ing at Janesvijle. 


Judge OWPTI praises the course of 


Gov. Blaine. in the .whole contro- 
inversy. The part of tne op-nion 
dealing with the Course of . Judge 
Reid and Gov. Blaine follows: 


"We think from what has been 


said it zs apparent that the question 
is not free from 
doullt, and that 


neither the governor should be 
criticised for exercising the power 
nor the court condemned for deny- 
ing the power. In,view of the de- 
cisions of three s£a£e courts conced- 
ing the power, .to. the governor, and 
in view of the exercise of the power 
by the .president of the United 
States, it cannot: truthfully be said 
that the governor was attempting 
a usurpation'of nower. 'Neither can 
it truthfully be 'said that -the court 
in resisting the power was prompt- 
ed by. an unbecoming ambition or 
lust of power. " The governor 
has 


acted throaghout the 
controversy 


with becoming "dignity. The ques- 
tion whether the power was thus 
lodged m the governor could never 
be raised until its exercise was at- 


tempted. There are many things to 
indicate that it was the 
purpose 


of the governor merely to test 
executive power, and to test ft 
in a way that would enable judicial 
determination thereof. That ft was 
not his purpose to frustrate the ad- 
ministration of justice may he in- 
ferred from the fact that the as- 
serted power was exercised at 
a 


time when jt.constitnted a minimum 
c* interference with the course of 
justice,—just a very few days be- 
fore the expiration of Christ's sen- 
tence. 
In the presentation of the 


matter to this court the governor 
freely conceded the power of the 
court to determine the question, and 
presents in a dignified and forceful 
way the legal considerations which 
it is contended support the exclu- 
sion that the- power to pardon in 
such cases resides with the gover- 
nor. So far as we know' he has 
most commendably refrained from 
any public discussion of the ques- 
tion while it was pending tefore 
this court. He has made no attempt 
to arouse public sentiment with the 
thought that it might influence the 
•decision of this court. There is no 
indication that he started out with 
a view of usurping power or of forc- 
ing concession of the power, but he 
has rather, in a firm' and dignified 
way, reached the question by such 
act on his part as weald enafcle it 
to reach this court ty: a final deter- 
mination. 


"We deeply regret that tne eon- 


duct of the circuit judge who sen- 
tenced Christ and who denied »nd 
resisted the asserted power of the

The court upheld Sheriff Rodd in 


his refusal to oBey the governor, 
stating that "as the governor did 
lot have the power to pardon, Christ 
it remained the dnty of the sheriff 
to rttain him in custody under the 
cojnDiQment of the court. In

fusing to discharge nijn he was but 
performing his dnty."

Eodd -will hold his office as sheriff 


until the end of bis term, while 
Charles Asnmndson, the governor's 
appointee to replace SherHf Rodd, 
will not take office. 


In its opinion the «rctrt severely 


censure* Judge A. H. Reid of Wau- 
sau for making an address before 
the Rock county bar association,' 
while jtwtice» of fl»e tribunal were 
present, attacking Gov. Blaine for 
his action in the matter, and advis- 
ing -what the decisioa^of the court 
should be. 


"This action of Judge Beid is con- 


demned by all the canons of ethics,", 
the court said, adding that "we can- 
not 'but feel that an intensity of 
conviction that the power claimed 
by the governor was -wiiiout jus- 
tification in law and diaaatroos in 
its consequeaces led hum into this 
indiscretion." 


Okiv. Blaine was coBnnetwea for 


his isoarse of action, however, the 
court declaring that ha had "com- 
mendabry refrained from any public 
discussion of the question while it 
was pending. He has made no at- 
tempt to arouse pobl5e sentiment 
with the thought of influencing the 
court, and there is no indicatioa

The essence of the opmfca, one oi 


the most lengthy ever filed, is that 
the- governor e*n remove »n official 
from office only for cause, and that 
cause for removal wa* not shown 
by the. executive, .in ordering Sher- 
iff Rodd removed, inasmuch, «s the 
prisoner he refused to release on 
the governor's pardon warrant, had 
been sentenced to jail for ervfl con- 
tempt of court. 
This decision, of tne 
Supreme 


court settles a controversy that re- 
sulted from the governors pardon- 
ing of Christy October-28,1921, four 
days before Ms sentence -expired. 
Judge Reid, following the executive 
action, ordered-Sheriff Rodd to hold 
the prisoner in custody despite GOY. 
Elaine's order. 
Acting on these 
instructions, 


Christ wan removed by the sheriff 
from the J-anglade county jail,

"EASTER HYMN." 
"LYRA DAVI0IGA," 1708 


This is nrobably the one hymn 


that more than any other typifies 
Easter to the large majority of peo- 
ple. It was written by Charles Wes- 
ley, that prolific hymn writer who 
has ov-cr 6,000 hymns to his credit. 
It was published in 1739, and is usu- 
ally'sung to the tune called "Easter 
Hymn," or "Worgan," which 
was 


published in London in 1706. 
The 


composer of the music is not known, 
and the hymn books merely record 
the source as being "Lyra Davidica" 


(The Lyre of David), which WM the 
name of the collection that contain- 
ed the hymn. So perfectly ia; the 
text in the spirit of this erultant 
tune that it seems probable Wesley 
wrote his poem with this music in 
mind. 
There are several other 
tunes, 


however, which are used with these 
same words, one of them being 
"Georgia," which is an adaptation 
of Handel's "See the 
Conquering 


Hero Come." 
Two other settings, 


but with the Alleluias omitted, are 
Clarion, by Rimbault, and Mozart, 
by Mozart An Easter hynm which 
is often confused with this Wesley 
text is a translation by Tote and 
Brady from the Latin. It also be- 
gins "Christ the Lord is rraen to- 
day," but continues "Our triumph- 
ant holy day." To add to the con- 
fusion it is frequently sung to the 
"Ryra Davidica" tune. 
Hymns with such a long history 


as this one have gradually accumu- 
lated a number of touching anec- 
dotes. One of the most famous is 
that related' about Thomas Lacy, a 
devout Englishman. 
On Easter 


morning he repeated the first stan- 
za of Lesley's poem to his sister ir 
a faltering voice. He was told thaj 
he was near death. With the re- 
membrance o£ the hymn in his mind 
he said with a smile, "Then I have 
a pleasant prospect before me," So 
he passed away in peace.

make illegal the mere manufacture 
of intoxicating liquors solely 
for 


beverage purposes. 


A careful reading of the act dis- 


closes no ambiguity as to its mean- 
ing and therefore the cases cited by 
defendant's counsel, viz: U. S. vs. 
Fisher, 6 U. S. (2 Cranch)*- 
, 


Church of the Holy Trinity vs. tJ. 
S. ^143 U. S. 457, and Copsaw Min- 
ing Co. vs. South Carolina, 144 U. 
S. 550-553', are not applicable, for 
the reason that it is .held in those 
cases that where an act is so ambig- 
uous as to render it open to con- 
struction, the title as well as stir- 
rounding facts, and ^circumstances' 
may be taken into consideration :in 
determining the legislative intent,' 


That it was not the intention -'of 


the Legislature to permit the man- 
ufacture of intoxicating liquors for 
beverage purposes is further made 
manifest by Subsection 33 of Sec- 
tion 1'543 of the Statutes, which pro- 
vides:

Stevens, although Stevens is no doubt ahead on 
the fine points of procedure, the matters 'that 
make up a large part of the worries 
of the 


circuit judge. The advantage of experience on 
the bench is counterbalanced by the fact that 
judges tend to become worshippers of prece- 
dent. The circuit judge strives to keep in .the 
prescribed path, as such a course is most like- 
ly to get by on appeal. If we hadn't had on 
the bench broadminded men, the compensation 
act and many other 
progressive 
measures 


would have been stranded on the shoals -of 
precedent, and have been declared unconstitu- 
tional. 


When all is said, the cold fact remains that 


politics has and should have its part. The men 
vvho bear the brunt of battle for reform, should 
le given precedence when qualified for the job. 


It is a principle adhered to in business, in 


social lifa, in the churches and in all lines of 
activity.

against various professors is much larger in 
its implications than the question of whether 
William Jennings Bryan came from 
mud -or 


the monkeys. It is the contention of the Com- 
moner that there should- be a religions test for 
professors. He has been quoted 
as 
: saying 


that none but Christians should be permitted 
to 
teach 
in 
Christian 
colleges. Academic 


freedom is feebla enough as it .is, but if Mr. 
Bryan's theory gains any weight the indepen- 
dence of the teacher will be utterly gone. 


If there is logic and justice in a university's 


dismissing a teacher, because he happens to 


hold .religious views, at .variance with those of 
tho founders or the executives of an institu- 
tion, it is equally just-that the test, of econom- 
ic views should also be established. We trust 
that Mr. Bryan would express resentment if 
John. D. Rockefeller frankly declared that no- 
body could remain'in the faculty of .the Univer- 
sity of Chicago wiless he was prepared .to. sub- 
scribe to every phase of the business philosophy 
under which-the Standard Oil Company was 
built up. We have sufficient confidence in Mr. 
•Bryan's lack of logic to believe he -would find 
.any such step monstrous, but his position in the 
matter -would be weak. 


Once the • possibility of a professor's being 


disciplined for opinion is admitted,. the whole 
army of repressers — horse, foot and drag- 
oons — will be loosed against education. Ev- 
en if Mr. Bryan is correct in maintaining that 
Darwin was merely a guesser and a bad one

. economic conditions of the United States and Great 
Britain. 


' - Previous' to the war, he declared, British capital 


had a.large amount of securities held in tha United 
'States, These were bought up by the British govern- 
ment during.'.the.,war, he said, and held to pay for 
the vast amount of food, clothing and war equipment 
England required. 
= In addition, he asserted, large 


quantities of .gold were shipped to'the United States. 


This arrangment can no longer be used," he 


said. 
"America can no longer expect cash . for her 


exports to England. Other methods of payment now 
will have to be worked out" 


.He suggested several methods.by which the "con- 


. ditions now strangling ' trade" might 
be relieved. 


One of these was reciprocal trading — payment for
